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PREFACE. 


IN the Infancy of our Conſtitution 
1 the Common People of England 
were little better than Slaves. 
But ſince the Abolition of Vaſſalage, 
Knight's Service, and Homage, the 
ranny of the Nobility is reſtrain- 
7 the Commonalty are upon the 
. Footing, as to Liberty and Pro- 
perty, as the Gentry; and Servants 
of the loweſt Claſs, being under the 
Protection of the Laws, if mal-treat- 
ed, have the ſame Remedy and Re- 
dreſs as their Maſters. Nevertheleſs, 
the wiſe Legiſlature which, eſtabliſhed 
thoſe Protections in behalf of this 
inferior Order of Engliſh Subjects, 
judged it alſo highly 3 to lay 
them under proper Reſtrictions. How- 
ever it has been perceived with Re- 
gret, that theſe wholſom Laws have 
A 2 not 
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not produced their full Effect; upon 
account of their being, many of 
them, interwoven with Acts of a dif- 
ferent Nature, whereby both Maſters 
and Servants in general, who cannot 
be ſuppoſed to have Opportunities or 
Abilities for conſulting the Indexes of 
the Statutes at large, are in great 
meaſure precluded from the Benefits 
intended for both. Hence the Ser- 
vant is apt to take unwarrantable 
Liberties in ſome Matters, and to be 
over remiſs in his Duty in others 
and the Maſter to ſuffer, and ſome- 
times to commit, Abuſes, that are 
puniſhable by Law. 

For the mutual Benefit of both 
Parties this Abridgment 1s now of- 
fered to the Publick, which it is pre- 
ſumed cannot fail of being kindly re- 
ceived, as it muſt be attended with 
many happy Conſequences to Society 


by ſetting the reſpective Duties of 


Maſter and Servant in a clear Light.

A Servant ought not to be put away for Sickneſs, 
&c. But Maſter and Servant may part by Conſent. 

If a Woman with Child hires herſelf for a Year, 
her Maſter may turn her away at any Time: But if 
ſhe fall in Labour before her Diſcharge, the Maſter 
muſt provide for her, and for one Month afterwards. 

The Marriage of a Woman Servant is no Diſcharge 
in Law; but ſhe may be compelled to ſerve out her 
Term. 

* This Law, though of excellent Uſe, is almoſt 
laid aſide. The Obſervation of which would be the 
only Means to make good Servants, In Londen, 
where the Shadow of it is retained -under the Deno- 
mination of a CHARACTER, Servants are much 
more obedient than in the Country, on that Account. 
Many an honeſt, laborious Artificer, in want of Aſ- 
ſiſtance, is forced to take in any ragged, ſtrolling 
Fellow, that for want of ſuch a Teſtimonial, otten 
proves a Thief and robs him,

* Tt is great Pity that the Wages of Servants are 
not contin:ally publiſhed in all Churches for a Month 
before Michaebmas : Many Maſters not knowing there 
is ſuch a Law; and thoſe that do, know not the 
Rates for want of the Proclamation mentioned in the 
Statute. It would contribute much to the Amend- 
ment of Servants, who are grown ſo high-minded 
now, that they know not what Price to-aſk., Many 
Tradeſmens Wives in Landon give their Maids 8 J. a 
Year, and enable them, with their Vails, to go in as 
good Silks and as fine Linen, as their Miſtreſſes; 
which is not the Condition of Servants, whoſe Wear- 
ing and Living ought to be at a much greater Di- 
ſtance : This makes them faucy and negligent. People 
were much better ſerved formerly, when a Maid in 
a good Family had but 4os. a Year, and wore a Serge 
Gown and. a plain round-ear'd Cap; a Gown that 
with the Neatneſs then in Uſe, would laſt Half a 
Dozen Years, and often much longer, and kept them 
in a State of Humility, as Servants ought to be kept; 
and they ſaved more then, out of that 40s. a Year, 
than they do now out of 8/, The ſame may be ſaid 
of all other Servants, whoſe high Wages ſerve only 
to debaſe their Morals, and make them more idle, 
A Fellow that earns 3s. a Day, thinks it ea 
enough to begin the Week on Thurſday Morning, as 
he can by Saturday Night get enough to ſubſiſt him 
till Thur/day again: By which the Maſfer loſes one 
Half of his Time, and the Servant gains nothing ; 
but waſtes one Half of the Week to ſpend what he 
gets in the other Half,
